The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

As to claim 1 , Chong (US 6,486,608) teaches the electro-luminescent device for 
communication apparatus of mobile phone for informing an incoming call. Lee (US 
6,658,270) teaches the displayer embedded cellular phone battery. Naghi (US 
6,523,967) teaches electroluminescent apparatus for illuminating a portable electronic 
or computing device. Anderson (US 6,330,461) teaches the mobile phone apparatus. 
Kules (US 5,877,695) teaches the visual alarm for a communication module. Kubes 
(US 6,035,180) teaches the communication module having selectively programmable 
exterior surface. The teaching of these above prior arts either alone or in combine fails 
to teach an automatic control unit connected to the signal receiving unit for filtering, 
rectification of the corresponding high frequency signals and for the production of 
flickering, for calculation and a reverse change voltage elevating unit connected to the 
automatic control unit and the luminescent disc to provide the high voltage required by 
the luminescent disc. 

Dependent claims 2, 3 are allowable for the same reason.
